Gortain phases of the question ‘of un- 
seaworthiness ‘have received elucidation 
‘from a recent. case in: which Mr. Justice 
Hil, in the Admiralty’ Court, ' gave an im- 
portant judgment.i in the action in which 
the Royal Commission on- Wheat Sup- 
plies sued the owners of the IFashinytux’ 
Jfaru in respect of water: damage to a 
wheat cargo shipped © at. La Plata for 
London in May, 1920. © The Sygrie re- 
ports: The wheat was shipped on bills 
of lading of which the plaintiffs subse- 


| quently became the ‘holders, and on: the 


arrival of the ship in-London the Com- 
mission found that 314 quarters were 
damaged, and they claimed accordingly 
for £1,272, from‘ the: shipowners. on the 
ground ‘that tho ,damago resulted from 
the unseaworthiness of the carrying ves- 
sel’ The law upon the subject is. per- 
fectly clear. As expressed-in “ Maclach- 
lan’s Law of Merchant Shipping,‘ +' 
warranty of seaworthiness must be satis- 
fied when the ship sails on her voyage 
with her curgo on board and the effect 
of a breach of it is that the shipowner 
is liable for any loss or damage that 
happens to the cargo in consequence of 
the unseaworthiness, even though the 
immediate’ cause be a peril excopted by 
"The warranty 
is absolute, not merely that tho ship- 
owner has done his best. to make the 
Therefore. it is broken,

FAILURES IN SINGAPORE. 


The failure’ is reported in Méssrs. 
Symington and Sinclair’s weekly market 
report of several Chinese rubber dealers 
in Singapore, owing to’ large operations 
on the bear tack, says the ‘/ndia’ Rubber 
Journal. When the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce in Penang. and Singapore 
started an agitation in June last for the 
repeal of restriction, these dealers appar- 
ently expected such efforts to mect with 
success. At any rate, they sold heavily 
short for forward delivery at prices 
which are 3d. to 4d. per Ib, below those 
now ruling., The buyers were principally. 

Singapore buying agents of various 
American manufacturers. The sellers 
having failed, the rubber contracted for 


“|| will not now be delivered, so that the 


buyers find themselves compelled to. pay 
present prices ‘to fill their requirements. 
Most of the sales were for delivery'from 
September to the end of the year, but 
some contracts were made as far ahead 
a6 January-March, 1925. The quantities 
involved in failures so far reported total 
about. 2,600 tons. It is not certain, how- 
ever, whether further trouble on the samo 
lines may. Sot develop, as several more 
Chineso dealers ‘are supposed to be fairly

‘HON, MR, H, W. BIRD'S LECTURE, | 


Av large githering of Europeans. and 

Chinese ut the Helena May Institute last 
evening thoroughly enjoyed the Hon. Mr. 
H. W. Bird's lecture on the “ British 
Empire Exhibition.” : 
. The Colonial ‘Secretary, Sir Claud 
Severn, presided, and said that those 
who were not fortunate ‘enough to get 
Home would be very pleased to hear 
Mr. Bird on ‘‘ Wembley,’ as Mr. Bird 
was prominently connected with the de- 
signing of the exhibits from Hongkong. 
He was very pleased to welcome’ Sir 
Robert Ho Tung on his return to the 
Colony. Sir Robert's silk-worm’ exhibit 
was one of the features of the Hongkong, 
Pavilion at Wembley.’ ~ = 


The lecturer, who had a big map of the 
Exhibition grounds to illustrate -his ad- 
dress, dealt generally with the. Exhibition, 
and then. took the different sections 
individually. ~ toa 

The Empire Exhibition, he said, was 
the most ambitious and impressive exam- 
ple of co-operative action the world had 
ever scen, and ‘in size, scope and gran- 
| deur, as a national project, it left all 
other exhibitions far “behind. Many 
forces were at work to bringvit into being. 
‘Vor some years it had been in the minds 
of far sccing men that an Imperial Stock- 
taking would very soon be called for,— 
modern means, of communication, in- 
creased faciiltics for travel, the rapid 
growth of the Dominions and the need 
for establishing big permanent inter- 
Empire. markets ‘to replace the palsied 
trade of Europe—all these things pointed 
to a great racial jamboree. The project 
was conceived in the mind of that great 
Canadian Lord Strathcona ‘in 1913, but. 
the War, caused it to be shelved,” How- 
ever, the idea was taken up with added 
enthusiasm alter the War, because of the 
striking evidence we had’ of the.immense 
‘strides the Dominions bad made in re- 
sources, finance, population, and the 
sense of nationality. ° 


POOR TRANSPORT. 


Mr. Bird described Wembley Park and 
gave an idea of the immense’ buildings 
| which had been erected, and went on to 
apeak of transport within. the Exhibition. 
Up to the time he Jeft England on May 
17th, the means of transport was distinct- 
ly poor, .It was intended to have three 
kinda of mechanical transport—a ‘‘ Never 
Stop” railway, a road rail ‘system’ and 
a fitet of electric cars. However, when 
'he left Wembley‘this railway was not in 
running order, and had:been re-christened 
the “ Never Start”’ railway. The: road 
mil’ system was not running either when 
he left.

“Since the establishment of the Chin- 
ese Republic, over ten, years ago,. the 
country has experienced incessant war- 
fare, and even at present there is no 
peaée. ‘The arrogant militarists occupy 
their, respective spbere of influence, and 
extend their power. When. different views 
prevail among them, war begins, sacri- 
ficing the lives of the people to satisfy 
their selfish ends, and their forees, under 
the pleasant names of cither “Punitive 
.Expedition or “‘ Righteous Troops ’’ 
are. all working for personal interests 
and have nothing whatever to do with 
the country. ‘ 

“While drought aad flood have ‘fre. 
quently fallen upon the nation, and the 
Céntral Government faces financial 
stringency, fighting still rages, causing 
much trouble to the country “and the 
people, so that victims are seen senttered 
leverywhere, fields are left barren, jodus- 
try and business is at a standstill, while 
bandits and thieves are rampant. " 

a Moreover, this is-not only contrary 
to the object of a republic, but also is 
endangering the international position 
of China. In view of such deplorable 
conditions, we ferl great regret and fear 


that the country will meet destruction. }-

HOW COOLIES WERE: IMPRESSED

A correspondent af Mukden records the 
following incident:— 7 : 

Early on one-morning the Mukden 
police ibegan calling at tne little homes 
and ‘barracks of the rikisha coolies, noti- 
fying the kuru-maya-sans that, on account 
of the war, a new form of licence was to 
be issued, .which all must have before. 
night. The'coolies were told, to call for 
their. new licente at the police headquar- 
ters before noon. Some five thousand 
did.

They then awoke to the awful fact that 
they bad been impressed into the army 
and that the tale about the new licence
